Dr.  Yigael  Yadin,  professor 
of  archaeology  at  Hebrew 
University  in  Jerusalem,  will 
be  speaking  in  the  Marriott 
Center  at  10  a.m.  His  speech 
will  be  followed  by  a 
question  and  answer  session 
in  the  Varsity  Theater, 
ELWC. 

Dr.  Yadin,  the  retired  chief 
of  the  General  Staff  of  the 
Israel  Defense  Forces,  spike 
MOnday  in  the  ELWC  about 
the  recently  discovered  Dead 
Sea  scroll  he  refers  to  as  the 


Temple  Scroll. 

The  subject  of  Dr.  Yadin ’s 
forum  speech  will  be 
“Masada  — Herod’s  Fortress 
and  the  Zealots’  Last  Stand.” 

Dr.  Yadin  served  as  director 
of  the  Masada  Expedition, 
1963-65.  The  Masada  was  a 
fortress  defended  by  a  group 
of  Jews  the  Romans  called 
Zealots  in  72  A.D. 

Dr.  Y adin  was  the  recipient 
of  the  Israel  Prize  in  1956 
and  of  the  Rothchild 
Humanities  Prize  in  1 964.  He 
also  holds  honorary  doctorate 
degrees  from  Brandeis 
University  and  Witwatersrand 
University  in  South  Africa.

Redford  said  the  money 
which  would  have  gone  into 
building  Kaiparowits  should 
be  used  to  build  Utah’s 
economy  in  other  ways. 
These  “other  ways”  should 
capitalize  on  Utah’s 
difference-“culture,  heritage, 
uniqueness,”  he  said. 

Redford  said  the  claim  that 
Kaiparowits  would  have 
brought  general  economic 
prosperity  to  residents  of 
Southern  Utah  is  a  myth. 

“The  cost  to  the  state  in 
providing  the  access  roads, 
and  other  state  and  social 
services,  could  well  have 
exceeded  the  increase  in 
revenues,”  he  said. 

Also,  the  new  jobs  created 


would  not  bring  economic 
benefits  to  local  residents,  he 
said.  He  pointed  out  that  the 
final  environmental  impact 
statement  by  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Interior  says  a 
high  perenetage  of  the  new 
employes  would  be  “trained 
migrants,”  due  to  the  lack  of 
skilled  personnel  in  Utah. 

“There  is  an  old-fashioned 
attitude  in  Utah  about 
development,”  he  said.  “A  lot 
of  talent  is  going  to  waste.” 

Redford  said  he  is  “sorry 
and  deeply  disappointed” 
that  he  has  been  made  a 
target  for  pro-Kaiparowits 
criticism  considering,  “my 
own  personal  concern  for  the 
state.” 


John  Andrew  Dane,  a  former 
resident  of  Provo  is  gaining 
national  attention  as  a 
mercenary  and  soldier  of 
fortune. 

Stories  in  the  media  paint  a 
picture  of  Dane  as  a  businesslike 
assassin  who  headed  extensive 
weapons  smuggling  and 
commando  training  operations 
from  his  Provo  apartment. 

A  burly,  cartoon  caricature  of 
Dane  holding  a  bayonetted 
weapon  appears  on  page  30  of 
the  May  6  edition  of  Rolling 
Stone  magazine  under  a 
“zap-pow”  headline  proclaiming, 
“Bloodshed  is  my  Business.”  A 
segment  of  CBS’  “60  Minutes” 
showed  Dane  as  a  gentlemanly 
assassin  who  would  kill  political 
or  military  leaders  anywhere  for 
a  price. 

But  Mike  Ambrose,  an 
associate  of  Dane’s  during  his 
Provo  days,  said,  “I  wouldn’t 
believe  half  the  things  you  hear 
about  John  Dane.” 

Ed  Greeney  of  the  Treasury 
Department’s  Bureau  of 
Alcohol,  Tobacco  and  Firearms 
said  a  lot  of  the  stories  told 
about  John  Dane  are  “a  figment 
of  Dane’s  imagination.” 

Ambrose,  who  worked  with 


Dane  on  South  American  trips 
that  Rolling  Stone  said  were 
fronts  for  gun  smuggling,  said 
the  stories  about  the  gun 
smuggling  are  “preposterous.” 

He  also  said  he  thinks  a  lot  of 
the  current  publicity  on  Dane  is 
serving  Dane’s  own  purposes. 
“Somehow  he  is  going  to  make  a 
lot  of  money  off  of  all  of  this,” 
he  said. 

The  picture  of  Dane  as  a 
monied,  swashbuckling  hero 
doesn’t  fit  Ambrose’s 
impressions  of  him. 

“Some  months  he  didn’t  even 
have  $50  to  pay  the  rent,”  said 
Ambrose. 

The  Rolling  Stone  article 
quotes  a  friend  of  Dane’s  from 
Orem  who  served  with  him  in 
Vietnam.  According  to  the 
article,  Michael  Terry  said  Dane 
loved  killing. 

“To  him,  killing  is  good,” 
Terry  was  quoted  as  saying. 
Terry  told  the  Daily  Universe 
that  he  never  told  the  writer  for 
Rolling  Stone  anything  like  that. 

Was  Dane  bloodthirsty?  “No, 
he  was  just  a  good  soldier,”  said 
Terry.  “He  loved  to  work  with 
kids.  He  was  always  taking  a 
group  of  scouts  out  to  the  desert 
for  a  camp  out.” 

The  Rolling  Stone  article 
claims  that  Dane,  a  stocky 
Englishman,  served  in  several 


mercenary  armies  throughout 
the  world,  enjoyed  a  bloody 
tour  of  duty  in  Vietnam  (for 
which  he  was  decorated  1 2  times 
and  received  American 
citizenship)  and  returned  to 
Provo  to  set  up  gun-smuggling 
operations  and  commando 
training  camps  at  Emery 
County. 

“60  Minutes”  established,  at 
least  to  the  satisfaction  of  CBS 
newsman  Dan  Rather,  that  Dane 
is  a  hired  assassin  who  was 
contacted  by  the  Jewish  Defense 
League  early  in  1975  to  murder 
Yasir  Arafat,  leader  of  the 
Palestine  Liberation 
Organization.  The  fee  for  the 
assassination  was  $250,000,  but 
Dane’s  arrest  later  in  1975  for 
selling  explosives  to  undercover 
federal  agents  in  Tucson,  Ariz., 
squelched  the  assassination  plot. 

At  the  time  of  his  arrest,  Dane 
was  a  Provo  resident.  His 
apartment  contained  a  cache  of 
explosives,  ammunition,  hand  . 
grenades,  automatic  weapons 
and  an  anti-personnel  mine. 

The  maximum  penalty  for  the 
charges  against  him  was  35 
years,  plus  a  $35,000  fine.  But 
Dane  was  sentenced  to  five  years 
with  four  and  a  half  of  that 
sentence  suspended.  He  had 
already  served  almost  four 
months  during  the  trial  and  had

NAIROBI,  Kenya  (AP)- 
Secretary  of  State  Henry  A. 
Kissinger  will  propose  a 
billion-dollar  international 
fund  this  week  to  help  Third 
World  countries  develop  new 
sources  of  income,  U.S. 
officials  report. 

The  officials  said  Kissinger 
would  propose  creation  of  an 
“international  resources 
bank”  when  he  speaks 
Thursday  to  the  U.N. 
Conference  on  Trade  and 
Development. 

Officials  said  Kissinger’s 
plan  calls  for  the 
oil-exporting  nations  to  put 
up  about  half  of  the  capital 
and  the  industrial  countries 
the  rest. 

Using  this  capital,  the  bank 
would  sell  bonds  on  the 
international  market.  The 
proceeds  would  be  used  to 
create  new  sources  of  income 
in  countries  hurt  by  falling 
prices  their  main  source  of 
export  income. 

Kissinger  is  also  expected 
to  put  forward  plans  to  direct 
private  capital  to 
developming  countries 
through  multinational 
corporations.

Small  food  price  gain  expected 

WASHINGTON  —  Consumers  may  see  retail  food  prices  go 
up  only  3  to  4  per  cent  this  year  despite  prospects  that  the 
Soviet  Union  may  buy  more  grain  from  current  U.S.  reserves, 
Agriculture  Secretary  Earl  L.  Butz  said  Monday. 

That  would  be  the  smallest  one-year  gain  since  1972  and 
less  than  half  of  the  8.5  per  cent  increase  last  year.  Food 
costs  soared  14.5  per  cent  in  each  of  the  two  previous  years, 
after  a  rise  of  about  4.5  per  cent  in  1972.

The  impossibility  of  smaller  cities  to 
meet  1977  requirements  of  sewage 
treatment  water  quality  were  pointed 
out  in  a  planning  conference  in  Provo 
Saturday. 

Included  in  the  final  session  of  the 
208  Water  Quality  Management 
Conference  was  an  address  by  Bert 
Carlson,  director  of  the  states  planning 
coordination  office.  Carlson  spoke  for 
Gov.  Calvin  Rampton  who  had  a 
conflicting  engagement. 

Government  encouragement 

Carlson  emphasized  the  Governor’s 
support  of  regional  government.  Sen 
Karl  Snow  of  Provo  followed  Carlson. 

The  conference  was  jointly  sponsored 


by  Mountainland  Association  of 
Governments  and  the  U.S. 
Environmental  Protection  Agency. 

Mayor  Malcom  H.  Beck  of  American 
Fork  said  the  conference  was  designed 
to  assist  local  officials  of  the  212 
communities  in  Utah  to  understand 
water  quality  requirements. 

Impossible  deadline 

Mayor  Beck  told  listeners  they  were 
facing  calamitous  problems  if  they  had 
to  meet  1977  federal  regulations  for  the 
quality  of  water  discharged  by  sewage 
plants. 

Mayor  Beck  placed  part  of  the 
responsibility  of  the  city’s  failure  on 
state  and  federal  officials. 


“There  has  been  a  real  lack  of 
communication  and  coordination 
between  local  and  state  or  federal  level 
officials,”  he  said. 

He  said,  “If  we  continue  to  progress 
at  the  rate  we  have  been,  we  can  meet 
the  1977  requiremehts  by  1990.” 

Concerning  the  failure  of  agencies  to 
provide  development  money.  Mayor 
Beck  said,  “There  is  no  way  we  can 
meet  1977  discharge  levels  for  sewer 
treatment  plants.” 

“We’re  not  going  to  meet  the 
standards  not  because  we  don’t  want  to, 
but  because  state  and  federal  officials 
are  not  letting  us  do  our  own  planning,” 
he  said  after  the  conference. 

“We  just  can’t  keep  up  with  the 
regulations.”

“This  council  works  right 
through  priesthood  lines  of 
authority,”  McLean  said.  He 
explained  that  there  are 
around  40  stakes  involved  on 
the  Utah  Valley  council. 
These  stakes  support  the 
council  by  paying  an 
assessment  or  contribution. 
Each  stake  has  one  person 
assigned  to  the  council  to  be 
a  Public  Communications 
Director  (PCD).  A  number  of 
BYU  faculty  members 
participate  in  the  council, 
according  to  McLean.

“One  of  the  key  problems 
is  sensitizing  our  own  people 
to  the  need  for  this  kind  of 
work.

He 
explained  that  it  is  time  to 
assess  where  LDS 
communication  stands  in 
Utah  Valley  arid  train  people 
to  present  accurate  pictures 
to  others. 

The  council  is  busy  with 
planning  and  assessing,  said 
McLean.  Dennis  Rasmussen, 
assistant  coordinator  of  the 
council,  did  a  study  of 
newspapers  in  the  Utah 
Valley  area  revealing  the 
average  number  of  column 
inches  written  about  the  LDS 
Church. 

For  the  present,  Dr..

misconceptions,  it  is  the  job 
of  the  council  to  correct 
them,  he  said.  The  council 
also  localizes  news  releases 
from  the  Church  by  using 
local  people  as  a  focus.

ABOUT  THE  SPEAKER: 

Professor  Yigael  Yadin  has  to  be  one  of  the  most  im¬ 
portant  and  most  prominent  among  the  living  archae¬ 
ologists  of  Palestine.  He  is  an  engaging  lecturer  and 
his  classes  at  the  Hebrew  University  are  among  the 
most  popular  taught  there.— S.  Kent  Brown 
ABOUT  THE  SUBJECT: 

Rising  some  1300  feet  above  the  western  shore  of  the 
Dead  Sea,  the  stone  table  mountain  known  as  Masada 
was  built  into  an  impregnable  fortress  by  Herod  the 
Great,  King  of  Judea  (40-4  B.C.).  It  was  here  that  the 
drama  of  the  last  Jewish  resistance  to  the  mighty  tenth 
legion  of  the  Roman  Army  was  played  out  in  A.D. 
73,  three  years  after  Jerusalem  fell  and  the  temple 
was  burned. 

Prof.  Yadin  was  selected  to  be  the  field  director  for 
the  archaeological  expedition  at  Masada  by  the  He¬ 
brew  University,  the  Israel  Exploration  Society,  and 
the  Israel  Government  Department  of  Antiquities. 
Throughout  two  seasons  during  1963-65,  a  volunteer 
force  made  up  of  students,  teachers,  business  execu¬ 
tives,  and  others,  carried  out  the  work  of  unlocking 
the  secrets  of  Masada  under  the  leadership  of  Dr. 
Yadin.  The  results  revealed  a  staggering  effort  on 
Herod's  part  to  build  and  stock  a  citadel  in  which  one 
could  hold  out  against  an  invading  enemy  for  years. 
In  addition,  Josephus,  the  outcast  Jewish  historian 
who  narrated  the  account  of  the  Jewish  Zealots'  last 
stand  against  Rome,  based  on  the  story  of  two  women 
who  survived  the  ordeal,  was  largely  vindicated  from 
his  modern  critics  who  have  claimed  that  he  could 
not  have  been  accurate.

He  made  three  other  attempts  to  clear  the  var  at  7-3,  but 
missed  on  all  three.  Finishing  second  was  BYU’s  Doug 
Ericson,  who  cleared  at  6-6. 

Johnson  will  receive  good  competition  at  the  WAC  meet 
this  weekend,  as  two  WAC  performers  have  equalled  or 
bettered  the  7-2  mark.

“We  not 
only  had  the  flu  problem  hit 
us  at  the  worst  possible  time 
but  we  also  made  a  few 
mistakes.  Some  of  our  kids 
were  too  cautious  in  the 
qualifying  races.  They  came 
back  to  swim  well  in  the 
consolation  finals  but  could 
place  no  higher  than  seventh  *** 
no  matter  how  good  their 
times  were  in  the  night 
races.”  .Q. 

The  Cougars  finished  the  U 
season  with  a  5-2  dual  meet 
record,  which  included  wins 
over  Utah  (twice),  Long 
Beach  State  (twice)  and 
Nevada-Las  Vegas.  The  only 
losses  were  to  California  by 
nine  points  and  to  defending 
NCAA  champ  Southern 
California  in  a  meet  which 
went  down  to  the  final  relay. 

USC  won  its  third  straight 
NCAA  title  this  year  by 
qualifying  26  of  its  swimmers 
for  the  18  spots  it  was 
allowed  in  the  national 
championships. 

“They  had  guys  stay  home 
who  had  qualified,”  explains 
Powers.

-Clip  n’  Save 
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Language  taught 
with  new  method 


Linguistic  students  taught  by  a  new 
technique  are  more  proficient  in 
communicating  than  those  taught  by 
traditional  methods,  according  to  a  research 
study  conducted  at  BYU. 

Robert  Bushman,  a  linguistics  graduate 
student  from  Provo,  conducted  experiments 
with  41  students.  The  method,  called 
suggestology.  or  suggestopedia,  “Is  designed 
to  teach  language  as  a  whole  instead  of  in 
discrete  components,”  said  Bushman.  Finnish 
was  taught  during  the  class. 

Vocabulary  improved 

Students  in  the  suggestopedia  classes  did 
significantly  better  in  their  ability  to  express 
themselves,  and  did  slightly  better  in 
vocabulary.  There  was  no  difference  with 
grammar  and  pronunciation. 

“This  is  encouraging;  after  all,  the  purpose 
of  language  is  to  express  oneself  and  to 
communicate,”  said  Bushman. 

Two  suggestology  groups  were  set  up,  with 
a  third  group  maintaining  traditional  teaching 
methods.  Volunteer  students,  with  no 
previous  experience  with  the  Finnish 
language,  were  divided  into  the  three  classes. 

New  methods  used 

Each  student  was  given  a  Finnish  name  and 
his  real  name  was  left  unknown.  “The  new 
name  was  given  to  help  the  student  hide 
inhibitions  and  let  him  feel  free  to  make 
mistakes  without  ridicule,”  explained 
Bushman. 

One  of  the  suggestopedia  classrooms  was 
carpeted,  comfortably  furnished,  and  had 
background  music  to  eliminate  a  traditional 
classroom  atmosphere. 

Scholarship  given 
to  former  Y  officer 

The  outgoing  vice-president  for  ASBYU  Women’s 
Activities  at  BYU  and  newly  elected  Region  II  president  for 
the  Intercollegiate  Association  of  Women  Students  (IAWS), 
has  been  awarded  the  Abrelia  Clarissa  Seely  Hinckley 
Scholarship  at  BYU. 

Debra  Jean  Hutchings  is  a  senior  from  Reedley,  Calif., 
majoring  in  early  childhood  education. 

The  Hinckley  Scholarship  was  established  last  year  by 
Robert  H.  Hinckley,  a  prominent  government  and  business 
leader  from  Ogden,  in  honor  of  his  late  wife. 


The  second  suggestopedia  group  was 
taught  in  a  traditional  classroom  but  using 
the  new  method.  “We  wanted  to  see  if  the 
teaching  techniques  would  work  in  a  less 
relaxed  atmosphere,.’  said  Bushman. 

Working  in  association  with  Dr.  Robert 
Blair,  professor  of  linguistics,  concepts 
developed  by  Georgi  Lozanov,  a  Bulgarian 
parapsychologist,  were  applied  in  the 
classrooms. 

“Lozanov  postulates  that  there  are  two 
modes  of  learning,”  said  Bushman,  “Western 
logical  process  and  intuitive.” 

Learning  power  strengthened 

Bushman  points  to  children  being  able  to 
learn  a  new  language  more  quickly  than 
adults  as  an  example  of  Lozanov’s  postulate. 
“Children  learn  intuitively,  and  that  intuitive 
power  diminishes  as  people  grow  older,” 
Bushman  explained. 

Bushman  has  given  a  copy  of  the  study  to 
the  Language  Training  Mission  at  BYU.  “We 
would  have  to  look  at  it  more  closely,”  said 
Eric  Ott,  assistant  director  of  research  at  the 
LTM. 

Diane  Strong,  a  graduate  student  in 
teaching  English  as  a  second  language  (TESL) 
from  Provo,  found  the  suggestology  to  be 
beneficial.  “It  worked  better  for  me  than  the 
traditional  classes  I  had  while  I  was  majoring 
in  Spanish,”  said  Miss  Strong. 

During  the  1 0  hours  of  instruction,  drilling, 
memorization  and  grammar  exercises  were 
avoided.  “The  first  session  was  so  relaxed 
that  I  fell  asleep,  but  most  of  what  I  learned 
stuck  with  me,”  said  Cheryl  Brown, 
instructor  in  the  TESL  program. 

Bushman  is  planning  to  extend  the 
experiment  and  repeat  the  classroom 
procedures  during  a  two-week  period  the  end 
of  May.
